Claims 1 - 41, 43 - 46, 48 - 50 and 52 - 60 are novel and inventive in light of the cited prior art documents Dl - 
D3 that do not, either alone or in obvious combination, disclose, all of the features defined in the claims. In 
particular none of the documents either disclose or obviously suggest to a person skilled in the art the defined 
feature of a data frame used in a radio frequency communications network including data that is coded so as to 
be perceived by a device receiving the data frame, as a collision when the device is already receiving data from 
another source or the use of a fourth time slot for transmitting a collision indication. 



Claims 42, 47 and 51 are novel and inventive in light of the cited prior art documents Dl - D3 that do not, either 
alone or obvious combination, disclose all of the features defined in the claims. In particular none of the 
documents either disclose or obviously suggest to a person skilled in the art the defined feature of a radio 
communications system including a repeater that upon receiving data from one of either a first or second 
transceiver, in a first time slot, transmits a repeater flag in a second time slot, and then in a third time slot 
transmits the data received in the first time slot.
